STATION' HOUSE ENTRIES.

COHPHBIUtltUTK BOOKKItRPm OT
Xlllt BKROKAtT AT TUB XtBBK.

There are upward ot thirty books In constant
me In every pollco station In the cltyvand It Is
the Sergeants' duty to kesp the records well
up to date.

First and most Important of these books Is
the desk blotter. It Is the hourly record ot
everything which ocours In the station. In It
Is recorded the brief history of every arrest as
soon ns It Is made. This Includes the name,
age. and address of the prisoner, tho name and
address ot the complainant, time and place ot
arrest, nature of offence, and name of officer
making tho arrest. All accidents, fires, nnd
names of officers ranking the reports are re-

corded In thn handy book. Herein also Is re-
corded tho movements of Captains, Sergeants,
and roundsmen, tho time ther report for duty,
also the time and reason of leaving thn station.
Itolt call ot the men Is entered In the blotter,
and the posts they are sent to patrol; and last
but not least the countless complaints, triv-
ial or otherwise, that tho Sergeants are called
upon, at any or evory moment to listen to by
Indignant citizens.

Many of thsse entries are duplicated tn the
telegraph blotter. In which are recorded all
flros, accidents, suicides, homloldes, and the
mass of other matter which Is telegraphed to
Police Headquarters, and also the general run
of telegraphic mossages from there.

These Headquarters messages are again
slftod out Into general orders and special or-

ders to or from the Superintendent or Inspec-
tors, and entorod In one or the other of the
books entitled Goneral and fioeclal Order,
Hook respectively. Over and over again the
cases and memoranda entered In the desk
blotter are assorted and sifted out and the
felonies are all entered In the Felony Book and
all arrests for whatover offences charged are
entered In the Arrest Iiook. l'.ach entry Is a
history ot the offence, the name of the crimi-
nal and his victim, and the officer or officers
who figure In tho esse.

The lost chlldron are all recorded tn the
Lost Children Hook, This Includes name
(when known), description, length of time
since last seen, and record ot whero or when
nud by whom found, If, as In a largo majority of
such cases, they aro recovered by tho police:
also tho name, time, nnd relationship ot those
who claim thorn. When not claimed at the
station, suoh childron nre sent to Police Head-
quarters and the fact duly recorded.

There Is a Itobbery Hook In which all larcen-
ies reported to or discovered by the police are
entered. In a big city full of careless people,
most of whom believe that thieves could get
the better of anyone else hut not of them-
selves, this book Is kept pretty full. The do-
ings ot sneak thloves make many entries y,

especially In districts, where
the hallways aro almost as trod to strancors as
tho streets, and most of tho tenants take pride
In scarcely knowing the names ot their neigh-
bors across the hallway, Dooropenors nre a
great help to the d gentry,

dwellers in flats rarely use the speaking
tbbo alongsido before opening tho door, and
still more rarely take thetroublo to ascertain
who rang their bell, but apparently did not
entor. In direct contrnst to tills book Is tho
Lost Property Hook, in which is recorded all tho
lost or stolen property recovered by the police
In tho bualerpreclnctsthe yearly record In this
book Is surprisingly large, and speaks well for
tho vigilance of the police. A mate to this book
Is tho llecolpt Hook, containing the autographs
of the thousand and ono grateful owners to
whom tho property Is delivered. There is an
exclso book In which all excise arrests are
onto red, and another book In which the location
of each licensed saloon and the nanio ot thn
proprietor am entered. The location of all
unlicensed saloons nrn also entered in this
book, but the police will tell you thnt notmany
such saloons exist, and it Is certain thoy do
not exist long after they aro discovered.

"Dangerous Places" appears in big black
letters on thn cover of noother book In very
general uso In pollco stations. This doos not
mean the stnmplng grounds of gangs, divea in
which bo is likely to bo relieved ot his valua-
bles, or stloons where knocker-ou- t drops nro
given Impartially to the workingmnn with his
beer or the sport with his more expensive tin-Di- e,

providing tho first Is believed to still retain
the most of ms week's payor the latter to carry
n " big roll" or wear some tempting bit of jew-
elry. The dangorous places recorded in this
book nro dangurous excavations left unguard-
ed, holes and washouts in thn streets cnusod
by storms, trees partially uprooted or decayed,
telegraph poles mndo dangerous by storms or
age. broken oloctric wires, nnd anything and
everything of the like which makes a locality
dangorous to life or limb.

There Is the Complaint Hook, which Is the
hnne of the patrolman's existence, and tho
Nlght-of- f Hook. In whlcli he would that his
name should be oltener entered. In the d

book aro entered all the complaints
made by roundsmen nnd higher official
against other mnmhnrs nt tho force, in the
latter book Is recorded the comparatively lit-

tle time which members of tho police can call
thoir own. although technically a policeman
is never off duty, hut must abandon his own
plensure or business at anytime or place to
suppress crime or disorder.

There is u Force Hook In which Is entered
the nnmn and nddrnts ot every olllclal and
patrolman doing duty in thn precinct, and a
comp.tnion hook in whioh Is entered the namo
and address of every olllclal connected with tho
department and living in the precinct, but
doing duty elsewhere. In the Lodgers' Hook
nre entered the names of all who apply to the
statloti for a night's snelter. N'o official would
like to ho called upon to testify as to the
accuracy of the names, as the uhronio
applicants for a night's lodging, ami
there are many of them, have all
tho criminals' love for allaes, but the
book shows accurately the number of persons,
male and female, sheltered each night. In tho
Time Hook Is entered th- - time made by each
man In tho command, nnd a recoidot time lost
by sick necs or for any other cause, said cause
being duly entered on tho hook. such, for in-
stance, ns absence with loave or without leave.
If the former, the reason for granting leave of
absence is recorded nnd It the latter, the pa-
trolman Is railed upon to present his excuse
tn the Commissioners.

pedition, denies that the explorer Is in a situa-
tion to warrant alarm

Lieut von Hohnel was with the Chanler ex-

ploring party when It penetrated the Itendlle
country, north of Dalcho, reached by Mr.
Chanter's route up the Tana Iliver. but was
wounded by a rhinoceros, and returned to the
east roast of Africa and thence to Forope. Mr.
Chanter's friends in this clt and In Kurope
were tnado uneasy by the reports of the de-
sertion of his carriers. The Isst letter received
by his brother. Wlnthrop Chanter, a part
of which was published tn Tiir. Hun. was dated
Oct, :. and was brought to the coast by Lieut,
von Hohnel. At that timo tho young American
explorer had returned to Mount henin. from
his northern trip Into the Itendlle country as
far as Dulcho. Ills carriers then deserted him
in great numbers, because they were afraid
ot his plans to penetrate Into the north, where
the natives were fanatically hostile

Mr Wlnthrop Chanlor s.itd yestordny that
hehelieved 1I1M hlalir-dlie- r would return tothn
coast, striking Mombasa.kiiuthnf Ills entrance
Into the country at tlie iiiuutli of thn Tana,
and ttiere disband tlie remnants of litis party.
It is probable tliat the explorer will return to
lluropn and reorganize his expedition Ac-
cording to the latest advices received, he
should be nt Monibasi within a week, and
news from him by cable will probably reacli
this city a few day later.

'1 hat set mo thlnkiog, nnd the
result was thnt I took up femnle suffrage

"1 was in tin newspaper business onco. It
was a kochI many vsm ago. In Chicago. It
wns n woman's rights papor. Did it pay .'

Hardly. 1 lost nil tho money I had saved whllo
tcnclilng school, and went lo,00o In debt.
'1 hen 1 ncccpted nn olfer from a Chicago
lecture bureau, and nt tho end of six roars I
liad paid up that lo.OOO dobt. Then I had ft
jubilee, liurlrig tho six years following I
rnado onough money to live on. and 1 am liv-
ing on it yet. 1 can get f.'iO or MOO a night to
lecture, but I feol that the cause needs me.
nnd 1 am dovotlnc my time and energies to
that cause."
